NOT BAD SUGGESTIONS. 


The Chamer of Commerce of the United States plans to 
ask congress for the following: repeal of the law for publicity 
of income taxes, the creation of a national tax commission, 
amendment to the anti-trust laws to permit publicity of trade 
statistics, a subsidy for the merchant marine, the continuance 
of the Rail Labor Board, the appointment of a scientific com­ 
mission and the extension of the national budget. 
With the exception of the subsidy for the merchant ma­ 
rine, the recommendations art not bad. 
In fact, generally 
speaking a body of business men do not ask unreasonable 
things. 
Business men of a certain section, seeking favors for 
that section, will some times ask for unreasonable things and 
even often get unreasonable considerations, but take the busi­ 
ness men as a whole and they are generally considerate. And 
we cannot emphasize too strongly the need for expenditure 
of less money by our governmental bodies, which means that 
a tax commission is necessary and the budget system should 
be followed absolutely .

SIOUX FALLS, S. D., Nov. — 
Sturgis and Faith are the two prin­ 
cipal towns in Meade county, South 
Dakota. 
At the election November 
4 the residents of both towns voted 
on the same candidates for sheriff, 
auditor and otter county officials 
down to coroner. 
Yet the two cities are 115 miles 
apart as the crow flies. 
Sturgis, the 


county seat, is in the eastern fringe 
of South Dakota’s Black Hills, and 
is tributary by rail to Sioux City, 
Iowa, and Omaha, Neb. 
Faith, its 
sister city, is in the heart of the 
cattle country and is tributary by 
rail to the TVin Cities. 
Meade 
county 
contains 
3,491 
square miles of territory. 
Armstrong county reports having 
done its mite in the statewide get- 
out-the-vote campaign, and antici­ 
pated a record ballot, although all 
it had to do was return 19 votes 
from its single precinct. 
Prior to this year the country 
had never mustered more than 18 
votes and these were culled from 
an uncertain population which num­ 


bered 64 persons in the last census. 
The county is unorganized. 
Pract­ 
ically the entire extent of its thir­ 
teen odd townships is given over to 
the cattle ranges of a single ranch­ 
man. 
It has a varying population 
of Sioux Indians and is all reserv­ 
ation territory. 
Armstrong county is without a 
post office adress. 
No politician 
was ever known to set foot within 
its borders.
